Both of the bandits at the office 
building were dressed in overalls and 
wore no masks. The man driving 
the bandit car wag described as about 
six feet talf and dressed in a light 
brown business suit. Orcutt called 
the policeman on traffic duty and 
chase was given to the bandits but 
they eluded capture by driving 
through cross streets. 

At the time of the robbery, hun- 
dredg of Saturday morning shoppers 
were passing along Seventeenth and 
Clay streets and the company’s office 
was filled with men and women pay- 
ing their gas and electric bills. So 
quick wag the robbery effected that 
officers of the company, seated just 
within the doorway of the building, 
within six feet of where the bandits 
hid till they attacked the cashier, did 
not know of the robbery until Miller 
came back into the office with the 
left side of his face a mass of blood 
and announced that he had just been 
held’ up. 

Every available police officer of 
Oakland was immediately put on the

States in telephone conversations per 
carpita during 1921. Great Britain, 
whose telephones are all under pubs 
lile ownership, lagged far hehine in 
thi, respect, with only 16 telephone 
messages per person during the year
